MARC Merges with DCARA 


The Board of Directors of MARC approved a proposal at their 
February 2012 meeting to merge with the Delaware County 
Amateur Radio Association (DCARA). The DCARA was 
founded, as was MARC, in 1977 and served the Amateur 
Radio community in southern Delaware County and southern 
New Jersey. For routine and emergency communication, 
especially at the Philadelphia International Airport, DCARA’s 
Darby repeater system is a valuable asset for Amateur Radio 
preparedness. 


The DCARA owned a combination of three linked repeaters at 
the Mercy Fitzgerald Hospital in Darby, PA. Although the 
MARC and the former DCARA repeater systems are not 
linked together, the Darby repeaters will complement the 
coverage of the MARC repeater system. The DCARA 
repeaters have coverage extending north to Bucks, Burlington 
and Mercer counties, while the MARC repeater system 
extends to the south into the state of Delaware and east and 
north into Chester County. 


MARC will now operate the former DCARA repeaters. MARC 
now operates a total of seven repeaters providing wide area 
coverage of southeastern Pennsylvania, southern New Jersey 
and northern Delaware. 


The 147.36 MHz repeater uses a +600 kHz offset and a PL 
tone of 131.8 Hz. The 224.5 MHz repeater uses a -1.6 MHz 
offset and PL tone of 131.8 Hz. The 444.050 repeater uses a 
-5 MHz offset and a PL tone of 131.8 Hz. The 147.36 MHz, 
224.50 MHz and the 444.050 MHz repeaters are linked and 
can operate on the emergency generator power system of the 
Mercy Fitzgerald Hospital. 


The newly expanded MARC repeater system is open to all 
Amateur Radio operators and newcomers to the Amateur 
Radio fraternity are most welcome!

Operating HF Bicycle Mobile 


My Quest for Bicycle Mobile DXCC 
By Mike Pilotti, KF3CD 


In 2009, | made a contact from my car with Dave Starkie, 
G4AKC, when he was operating bicycle mobile in Blackpool, 
England. After looking at his webpage at g4akc.co.uk, his info 
on QRZ.com and his YouTube videos, | immediately knew | 
had to try this mode! 


| already had a small portable HF radio | could use; a 20 
meter MFJ 9420 Travel Radio (10 watts) and a ham stick 
antenna. | had used this minimalist setup in the past to 
operate “Pedestrian Mobile” (| worked 8 DXCC entities with 10 
watts the very first time | tried Pedestrian Mobile, including 
Algeria and Revilla Gigedo!) so the radio and ham stick 
antenna went on the bike and | immediately started working 
DX. After working my first dozen or so entities and a bunch of 
states with this little radio, | started to get a little frustrated with 
my lack of power and inability to get through any pileups or to 
anyone whose signal was less than about 55. About a year 
ago, | decided to take my Yaesu FT-100 out of the car and | 
installed it on my bike. Now | was able to operate on more 
than one band and vary my power as needed. Now | was 
really cooking and working new countries nearly every time | 
went out for a ride! 


At the time of this writing (early Feb.), | have 91 DXCC entities 
and 36 states worked from my bike, all with 50 watts or less (I 
usually operate at 35 watts). Hopefully by the time this is 
published, | will have surpassed my initial goal of working 100 
countries for a Bicycle Mobile DXCC. (EDITOR’S NOTE: As 
of March 13, 2012 Mike has 102 countries so he has reached 
his initial goal. Congrats, Mike!) | operate on and have ham 
sticks for 10, 17 and 20 meters and my farthest contacts so 
far from the bike are Australia, Falkland Islands and Russia. 
A few of the somewhat rarer DX contacts | have made from 
my bike include Market Reef, Malpelo, Oman, Svalbard 
Island, Isle of Man, Orkney Islands, Luxembourg, Saudi 
Arabia, South Africa and Guantanamo Bay. | have worked 
most of the common countries in Europe and South and 
Central America. Every contact | make is surprised and 
amazed to find out that | am operating from a bike and nearly 
everyone tells me that they have never worked a bicycle 
mobile station before. That really makes it fun!

My bicycle mobile station is really very simple. The bike is a 
Trek Antelope Mountain Bike (a gift from my brother Scott, 
KB3RBU...thanks Scott! ;-) and the transceiver is mounted on 
a small rack on the back, along with an 8 ah gel cell that | 
keep trickle charged when not in use. On one battery charge, 
| am able to get several hours of casual operating time before 
the voltage starts to drop off and distort my signal. The mount 
for the ham stick is just behind the battery. Many people ask 
about my ground system but | have no special ground system. 
The mount provides a good ground to the bike frame and it 
works very well. The control head for the transceiver is 
remotely mounted on the handlebars next to a mount that 
holds my iPhone so that | can monitor the dxwatch.com 
cluster as | operate. An MFJ speaker mounted on the bar 
between my legs gives me much better audio than the 
speaker that’s built into the FT-100. | also have a small 
flexible LED light on the handlebars so that | can log contacts 
in the dark and | have created a mini log book, printed on 3x5 
cards, that fits in my pocket and holds up well for outside use.

All but one of my bicycle mobile contacts so far has been on 
SSB. | recently connected my little Paddlette key to the 
transceiver just so | could work a new one from the bike, 
6V7S in Senegal. | got through on the second or third call. 
Although the Paddlette has a mount that straps to my leg, | 
have to admit that | was not “in motion” and riding for this 
contact. However, | do try to actually be on the bike and 
riding while in QSO whenever possible. My most memorable 
QSO has to be with VP8LP in Stanley, Falkland Islands, as | 
was riding around my neighborhood, in the dark, on a warm 
summer night, trying to find just the right spot that would peak 
my signal, which | eventually did. | was thrilled to make that 
contact and Bob was very surprised to learn that | was bicycle 
mobile and said ’Start pedaling south Mike! I'll put the tea pot 
on and it will be ready when you get here!” Sorry Bob, | don’t 
know if | could even make it out of PA!

| would encourage anyone that’s thinking about operating 
bicycle mobile to give it atry. It’s a great way to get outside 
and get some exercise and fresh air, even if you just take a 
short ride to a favorite spot to operate, as | sometimes do. If 
you live in a restricted antenna area, operating bicycle mobile 
might be a possible option to stay on the air and if you don’t 
want to or can’t ride a bike, you could put the bike with 
antenna outside and run the coax inside to your transceiver!

New 60 Meter Privileges Now In 
Effect 


(From The ARRL Letter on March 8, 2012) 


As of March 5, US amateurs have new privileges on the 60 
meter band. In addition to an increase in effective radiated 
power from 50 to 100 W, hams can now transmit CW and 
PSK31 on the following channel-center frequencies: 


- Channel 1: 5332.0 kHz 
- Channel 2: 5348.0 kHz 


- Channel 3: 5358.5 kHz 


- Amateurs can also transmit USB voice and PACTOR III on 
the following suppressed carrier frequencies (the frequencies 
typically shown on transceiver displays): 


- Channel 4: 5373.0 kHz 
- Channel 5: 5405.0 kHz 


- Channel 1: 5330.5 kHz 
- Channel 2: 5346.5 kHz 
- Channel 3: 5357.0 kHz
